Captain Grores A. Stevens, U.S. N., retired, 
died, Feb. 15, at the Hotel Berkeley, Boston. Mass., 
aged 69. He was born ip Boston, and was appointed 
to the Navy in 1840. Soon after the War of the Re- 
bellion broke out he attained the grade of lieu- 
tenant commander, and commanded the gunboat 
Aluron of the South Atlantic blockading squadron, 
and filled other important positions. lo 1882 he was 
promoted captain, and was retired, at his own re- 
quest, Nov. 24, 1883. Capt. Stevens was a prominent 
member of the Loyal Legion, and had a large circle 
of friends. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL HERBERT PELHAM CURTIS, 
Deputy Judge Advocate General U.S. A., who died 
at St. Paul on Friday, Feb. 12, had been suffering 
for some time with the grip and inflammatory 
rheumatism in the muscles of the stomach, but it 
was not expected that the result would prove fatal. 
He was, at the time of his deatb, on duty at the 
Headquarters Department of Dakota. The de- 
ceased officer was born May 27, 1830, in Massachu- 
setts, and in January, 1802, was appointed an officer 
of the lst Mass. Cav. He was promoted captain in 
1864, and in February, 1865, was appointed a major 
and judge advocate of volunteers, and received, in 
December of that year, the brevets of lieutenant- 
colonel and colonel for his faithful and meritorious 
services. In February, 1867, he was transferred to 
the Regular Army as major and judge advocate, and 
was promoted lieutenant-colonel in 1888, From 
August, 1882, to August, 1886, he was on duty as Pro- 
fessor of Law of the Military Academy. Col. 
Curtis was an able officer in his profession, and in 
private life was a whole-souled, straightforward, 
genial gentleman, who made friends wherever he 
went. His death will bring sorrow to a large circle 
of friends, especially in New York City and vi- 
cinity, where he was well known and universally 
esteemed. His wife died some years ago at Gov- 
ervor’s Island, and he leaves a son and daughter, 
both of whom were with him, we believe. when he 
died. The remains were taken to Boston for inter- 
ment. The funeral took place, Feb. 17, from Trin- 
ity Churcb, under the direction of the Massachu- 
setts Commandery of the Loyal Legion, and was 
largely attended by members of the order and pro- 
minent citizens of Boston. Among the pall-bearers 
were Capt. J. C. White and Lieuts. Louis Ostheim 
and George Montgomery, U. 8. Army.

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LINEAL PROMOTION. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Ly connection with the numerous schemes for re- 
form regarding promotion in the line of the Army, 
and especially with to recent intro- 
duced and being agitated, to extend lineal promo- 
tion to the first lieutenants excepted by the act of 
October 1, 1890, I would like to use your columns 
for a few words, being one of the excepted class to 
whom this new legislation applies. I have seen two 
bills already introduced, one in the Senate, the 
other in the House. The former extends lineal pro- 
motion to the class referred to on the basis of the 
lineal list as now arranged, which is manifestly 
most unjust to those who had slow promotion as 
second lieutenants, and who are now ranked by 
their juniors in length of service. J 

The other makes promotion to come by seniority 
in the next lower grade according to original entry 
into service as & commissioned officer. 

Neither of them goes to the root of the matter, as 
the latter case does not rectify the injustice already 
done by the promotion to - "ry of men far 
from the top of the lineal As justice and 
equality in promotion are the ends sought in this 
new legislation, { would like to enlist the efforts of 
all those interested in something like the follow- 


ing: 

& When any officer shall be prometed to the 
next higher grade he will receive the lineal rank 
in that grade that he would have held bad lineal 
promotion alwaysexisted. Present lineal lists to be 
arranged accordingly.” 

This would arrange rank and order for future 
promotions on a basis purely of length of service,

The 
form of temporary appointment in the naval es- 
tablishment was the same in all these es. The 
appointments issued under the of the 
Secretary of the Navy, and the names of all such 
appointees were regularly borne upon the Navy 
register. The mates were appointed as officers 
they wore the uniform and performed the duties of 
officers, and they were regarded by the Department 
as officers. They were, in fact, the junior officers of 
the line. Yet by some sort of reasoning these men, 
who patriotically hastened to the front when the in- 
tegrity of the Union was assailed,are de admis- 
sion to the Legion, while ali o of higher grade are 
received into full members ip no matter whether 
they were combatants or noncombatants, no matter 
whether they smelt powder or not. The master’s 
mate’s grade was honorably represented in ev 
naval engagement of the war. A glance throug 
the Navy registers of that period shows members of 
the. eon nearly every vessel of the fleet. On 
the larger vessels they performed duties similar to 
the midshipmen and messed in the steerage, while 
on some of the third and many of the fourth rates 
they frequently acted as watch and division officers. 
Indeed, we find some of the smaller craft were 
commanded by mates. Some of these men are still 
afioat in command of fine vessels of the merchant 
marine, others hold commissions in the revenue 
marine—a public armed servicec—while still others 
hold similar appointments under the Government.

the question of smal! calibre rifles, 
it was with the greatest interest that we observed 
the effect of the Mannlicher rifie. There were two 
land engagements in the war, at Concon and Pla- 
cilla, and it was after the latter battle that our doc- 
tors were able to observe the wounded men care- 
fully. During my —— there I was compelled to 
forbid our naval officers from observing these land 
engagements from a near point of view, although 
many of them made ap lication to be allowed to join 
either army temporarily for the purpose of being 
spectators at the different engagements. This is a 
custom which prevails in European countries and 
in the United States, but the excessive sensitiveness 
displayed by the combatants in the Chilian conflict 
made it —— unwise for any steps to be 
taken which would give the slightest excuse for 
Balmacedans or revolutionists to claim that the 
United States were favoring either side. When the 
wounded lay on the field of Placilla, however, our 
doctors went ashore with a full staff of tants, 
at my orders, and in the interest of humanity. 
The English and American women in Valparaiso 
generously came to our assistance, and became hos- 
pital nurses, watching over the wounded day and 
—_— The German man-of-war also sent a surgeon 
ashore to aid us,and soon we had a fine corps of 
workers organized. [t was found that wounds from 
the Mannlicher bullet healed with the most mar- 
vellous ars even when the bullet had zone 
clear through the bone. The bullet is coated thinly 
with steel, and as it leaves the rifle it follows the 
grooves so swiftly that, together with the friction 
of its passage through the air, it attains a great heat 
so that in making the small round hole through a 
man’s body it actually sears the fiesh that it pierces, 
thus preventing hemorrhage. In the case of the 
large, old-fashioned bullet, shreds of clothing were 
carried into the flesh and left there to cause * 
puration, but in the case of the Mannlicher rifie, in 
aggravated cases where wounds had been neglected 
and inflammation had set in, it was discovered that 
with care the patient’s life was saved. Im the 
engagements in Chili the Balmacedans had Mann- 
licher rifles but no ammunition to use with them, 
whereas the revolutionists had both the arms and 
the ammunition. So in the battle of Concon the 
Balm aps carried the old-fashioned large calibre 
rifles and were able to carry only 60 or 70 rounds of 
ammunition, whereas the revolutionists carried 160 
rounds apiece into battle. At the decisive battle of 
Placilla the revolutionists had 200 rounds apiece, 
while the Balmacedans had only 80. Moreover,a man 
wounded by a Manniicher rifle is hors du com- 
bat as much as if wounded with the old-fashioned 
rifle with large calibre, on account of the nervous 
shock, and it takes two soldiers from the field to re- 
move him to a place of safety. If he were killed he 
would simply be left there. Thus in the case ofja 
wounded man three combatants are taken from the 
enemy’s force temporarily.

A Chilian officer, writing on the effect of the 
Mannilicher rifle (1888 model), — that the first 
trials were made by the Congressionalist troops in 
their conflict with Balm a. At the battles of 
Concon and Placilla 3,446 men out of 9,925 combat- 
antson the Parliamentary side were armed with the 
Mannilicher rifle. This weapon is remarkable for its 
precision at all distances. The handling is very easy 
to learn, and the construction is solid and of g 
quality. The wounds made by the bullets with this 
rifle are seldom mortal, and unless they prove fatal 
they are easily healed. Sixty-six per cent. of the 
wounded soldiers on the Dictorial side received bul- 
lets from the Mannilicher rifle. alm a’s troops 
were terrified by the effect of the volley. As re- 
gards accidents to the weapon in firing they amount 
to 7 or 8 IA cent. after the discharge of 160 to 200 
shots. e accidents were mostly caused by the 
bursting of the barrel. On the whole the Mann- 
licher rifle is superior to the patterns of Gras (1873 
to 1884) and Comblain (1878).

I. ABSENCE OF DIVISION AND DEPARTMENT COMMAND-

Delay io the trial of a soldier by summary court does not 
invalidate the proceedings of the eourt. e time of trial 
does not affect the legality. The commanding officer, and 
not the court, is responsible fer bringing the accused to 
triai at the proper time. A delay in time of trial 1s not a 
matter of defence, It cannot be pleaded in bar or abate- 
ment. If, however,the accused has been long in contine- 
ment awaiting trial, it may be proper to place the fact in 
evidence in ——— of punishment, and for that purpose 
only. If the flading is“ guilty,” the court may be inclined 
to give a lightersentence,in view of the fact that the ac- 
cused hasalreadv been punished by confinement.—| Decision 
Act.

GENERAL COURTS-MARTIAL CASES. 


In the case of a soldier tried at Fort Coitumbus for deser- 
tion, the reviewing authority, Maj.-Gen. Howard, disap- 
roves the flading of guilty, and says: ** No proof appears 
n the record of an intention on the part of the prisoner not 
toreturn. His previous excellent character and the cir- 
cumstances of his service presumptively are in bis favor. 
The expressed view of the court when afforded an oppor- 
tunity to reconsider its action, that the prisoner bad failed 
to properly account for bis absence, indicates a misapore- 
bension of the law. Simple absence, unless accompanied b 
acts indicating an intention not to returao, does not consti- 
tute desertion, and in the case under considerati »n no effort 
to establish that iotent eppears to have been made, The 
amount of pay duethbe prisoner,and the condition of his 
clothing account, might, had they been shown, bave been 
of value. But two witnesses were examined, each of whom 
testified that they knew nothing beyond the fact of his ab- 
sence to lead -them to believe that he had deserted. The 
error of the court io this case in seeking to shift the burden 
of proof from the prosecution, where it legally belongs, to 
the defence, results in relieving an offender from the pun- 
ishment properly due bim for the offence he actually com- 
mitted.” (G@. C. M. O. 12, Dept. East, 1892.) 








DEPARTMENT NEWS. 


Dept. of Texas.— Brig. Gen. D. S. Stanley. 


A despatch from Mier, Mexico, states that re- 
cently the residence of Enrique Vizcara, U. S. Con- 
sular Agent, was searched by Mexican military au- 
thorities upon the order of Gen. Lorenzo Garcia, 
who claimed to have received word that Vizcara 
was aiding Garza’s revolutionary movements. No 
evidences were found. The despatch further states 
that the Consular Agent and his family were sub- 
jected to severe indignities at the hands of the Mex- 
ican troops, and that Vizcara is now under surveil- 
lance by Mexican officers. Secretary Biaine has 
been appealed to. President Diaz bas also been in- 
formed of the facts in the case with a view to in- 
vestigation. 


QUICK-FIRING GUNS IN NAVAL WARFARE. 


In a lecture before the R. U.S. Institution on the 
probable effect of the quick: firing guns on naval 
tactics and construction Rear-Admiral Samuel Long 
said that if the zone of effective fire be limited atsea 
to 2,000 seconds, it is clear that the possibility of 
traversing that zone without receiving a large num- 
ber of projectiles has disappeared, and the prospect 
of a fast torpedo vessel passing through the zone of 
fire of a battleship during daylight is quite a for- 
lorn hope. Success in naval battles will, more than 
ever, depend on the effective working of the guns, 
which is, in turn, largely dependent on the tactics 
employed. The first effort will, no doubt, be to 
disable the offensive power of the enemy by strikin 
his guns and torpedo tubes, and in the progress o 
such an artillery duel a large number of the guns’ 
crews may be expected to be disabled, so that the 
practice of filling up vacant places becom2s more 
than ever important. The quick-firing gun 1s likely 
to produce many vacancies, and, while great care 
and discrimination may have been exercised in the 
selection of the officers who are to conduct a ficet 
into actiov, it is very possible that those who sur- 
vive to bring it out may not be gifted witb the sawe 
ability and experience, and therefore it appears 
most desirable to extend a kaowledge of tactical 
requirements as widely as possible among the 
officers. The quick firing guns seem to afford an- 
other reason tor increasing the displacement of 
warsbips to enable them to carry an amount of ar- 
mor sufficient to afford protection to their vitals 
and gun platform against 6-inch shells. Loth as 
they be to place armor on a ship, yet quick-firing 
guus, smokeless powder and high explosives re- 
new the old cry of “keep out the shells,” and 
would appear to make its application to a limited 
extent most desirabie io all ships designed for war 
purposes. In conclusion, he expressed bis con- 
viction tbat in all naval actions it will be most im- 

rtant to develop as heavv a fire as possible, and 
Reorder to produce this effect it would be neces- 
sary to secure the mounting of the greatest number 
of guns of adequate power possible. 














THE RAM IN WAR, 


No doubt the ram owed much of its prestige to 
the battle of Lissa; but, as was pointed out recently, 
the success of the Austrians was due rather to the 
bad generalship of their opponents than to the vir- 
tues inherent to the ram; and doubtless naval 
officers will concur with Admiral Long in con- 
cluding that an artillery duel will form the first 
phase of a paval engagement, the object being to 
engage beyond effective torpedo range, until the 
enemy’s battery is much reduced ig power, aod 
bis exposed torpedo discharge rendered useless.

LINEAL PROMOTION FOR LIEUTENANTS. 


Tus Senate Committee on Military Affairs in their 
rt recommending the passage of S. 882, call 
attention to the cleuse ip the last annual message of 
the Secretary of War referring to the subject and 
—— — the repeal of the proviso. It is as fol- 
ows: 

Sec. lof the act of Oct. 1, 1860, provides that promotions 
in each urm of the service shall be according to seniority in 


the next lower . except that Ist lieutenants in commis- 
sion when w became operative were, by an amend- 
ment to the bill. from this provision, The appar- 
ent o of exception was that certain inequalities 


that had arisen in promotions from 24 tu Ist lieu 
under the old system of regimental promotion migbt, per- 
baps, be rectified by the accidenta! fluctuations possible in 
future motions to captaincies. It wasan effort to cure 
ap evil by its continuoacy. 

The expectation with regard to the proviso depends en- 
tireiy upon c' and is to a great extent fallacious. The 
atead ve ntases — = reat — —— Sa —_— ap- 

ren a only one class of officers, and espe- 
tial #0 when contrasted with the uniform and more just 
resuits which ure obtained in all otber grades of the Army. 
For example, since the passage of the above act Ist lieuten- 
ants of cavairy have been promoted to be captains that 
stood 87th, 42d and 6ist, ree vely, on the Army Register 
at the uate of their promotions. In the artillery lst lieuten- 
ants have beep promoted that stood 18th, 20th and 234. re- 
spectively, and in the infantry those that stood only 160th 
163d and 209th in the lineu! list of lieutenants of that arm of 
the service. The exception should be repealed and the law 
made to apply uniformly to all. 

The Secretary of War Feb. 8 transmitted to the 
Senate, in connection with Department letter of 
Feb. 8 transmitting memorials from Ist lieutenants 
of the line in reference to the proposed measure to 
establish lineal promotion, a letter from Col. L. L., 
Livingston, 3d Art., inclosing a communication 
from Lieut.

A new instrument called the “schiscophone”’ has 
lately been invented by a French officer.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Tue Narkeeta, U. 8. steam tug, will be subjected 
to an exbaustive series of steam trials as soon as the 
necessary arrangements can be made.

THERE is at last a prospect for an early revision of 
the Navy Regulations. For the past two or three 
years different officers have been at work upon them 
at odd times, but no particular headway bas been 
made because of the frequent changes in the officers 
detailed to make the revision. Theservices of the 
Naval Inspection Board have finally been brought 
into requisition, and it is probable now thata new 
book of regulations will beavailable before many 
months. The board is working in conjunction with 
the Bureau of Navigation, Commo. Ramsay and his 
assistant, Comdr. Schouler, preparing amendments 
and submitting them to the board for their consid- 
eration. As announced last week, the board is also 
engaged in revising the naval uniform regulations. 


FRANCE has decided to arm a number of war ves- 
sels with Canet quick-firing guns.

of 3.9 n., and six of 1.8 in.; the Forbin, cruiser, four 
5.5 in. guns; the Condor, Vautour, Faucon, and 
Epervier, torpedo cruisers, each five 3.9 in. guns; 
the Couronne, gunnery school, one 5.5 in. and two 
3.9 in., and the St Louis, gunnery school, two 5. 5 in. 
and two3.9in. Nearly all new ships are to havea 
quick-fire armament, and aside the guaeey shi 
the French fleet will shortly carry 115 quick-fi 
guns of various calbres.

A DESPATCH from Newport, R. L., Feb. 15, says: 
“The latter part of last week Seaman Gunner 
Joseph Ceremac was tried by General Court-martial 
at the Torpedo Station here for the larceny of an 
electric apparatus from the United States labora- 
tory. The result of the trial had been forwarded to 
Wasbingtopv, and Ceremac awaited the result in 
double irons in the brig at the Torpedo Station. 
Last Saturday night Coxswain Summers, of the 
Stiletto, was captain of the watch, and during the 
night he went off duty without permission, leaving 
a subordinate in his place. When the relief came 
the brig was found deserted and the prisoner fone, 
leaving his irons behind him. How he got away can 
only beconjectured. Commander Jewell has offered 
a reward of $20 for his apprehension. Summers has 
been put in double irons, and he will undoubtedly 
be court-martialled. Considering the location of the 
Torpedo Station, the escape of Ceremac must have 
been connived at by his associates on the island.”

THE New York Times reports that there 1s much 
discontent among the Naval Apprentices at New- 
port because they are no longer allowed liberty to 
visit Newport. For many years under such officers 
as have been in command, for instance, Admiral 
Luce, Captain Yates and Commander Higginson, 
the routine of the station divided the apprentices 
into four divisions, and each of these was granted a 
full afternoon of liberty ashore each week, being 
sent into Newport under command of a school- 
master, who was stationed at the Naval Appren- 
tices’ Clubroom, on Commercial Wharf. This club- 
room was built by the citizens of Newport for the 
exclusive use of the boys belonging to the training 
school of the United States. This cozy clubroom 
has remained closed during the past eight months 
for the reason that there has been no occasion for 
its use, because no apprentices have been allowed 
to visit the city. Capt. Bunce thinks it for the best 
interests of the Service to refuse to allow the boys 
to leave the vicinity of Coasters’ Harbor Island, and 
also for the moral and sanitary welfare of the boys 
themselves. He has knowledge of the innumerable 
kitchen dives in the ** City by the Sea,’’ the keepers 
of which were on the lookout to inveigie the 8 
into their dens. Since the introduction of this new 
rule there has not been a case of intoxication among 
the 250 boys at the station. Capt. Bunce bas done 
everything in his power to make it pleasant for 
them. All kinds of in and outdoor sports have been 
provided, the library has been added to, and tbe list 
of magazines and papers increased to include all 
literature that would interest and amuse.

QUESTIONS AS TO THEIR INTERPRETATION ANSWERED. 
See previous answers on pages 352, 338, 418, 43 . 


32. To our correspondent “ Veteran,” who sends us a 
long list of inquiries, we make the following reply, omit- 
ting his questions excepting two: 

Pars. 18 and 19. The interval] between files is not 
measured in inches; it varies with the individual, 
and is ——* measured as stated in par. 19; it is 
i oy an interval that allows for a free movement 
of the arms. 

Par. 77. The question does not suggest any reason 
why reference should be made to the cam-latch ; 
the See of loading seems complete with- 
out 

Par. 98. See also definition of facing distance, 
page 4, and last clause of par. 118. These make the 
distance between rauks 46 inches besides the depth 
of the knapsack. For unslinging knapsacks at in- 
spection, see par. 742. 

Par. 119. Last line on page 45, “inspector” should 
read “instructor.” This is an error in the Govern- 
ment edition which was corrected in the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL edition. 

Pars. 131-132. Substitute left” for “right” and 
“right” for “left” in the explanation, as pre- 
scribed in par. 2. 

Pars. 193 and 265 give the rules for the manual of 
arms for the color guard that generally apply; the 
exception thereto, for the ceremony of parade, is 
prescribed in par. 733 (page 266.) 

Pars. 207 and 211. While the fours are wheeling, 
the only convenient intervals through which the 
file-closers must will be between the rear rank 
of one four and the front rank of the succeedi 
four; in par. 210 all the intervals arealike. In 
cases, the file closers, iu — * flank, pass through 
the most convenient inter 

Par. 218. The heading “ or Files” covers pars. 218 
and 219. 

Par. 222. The fifth sergeant in “‘ platoons right ”’ 
or fourth sergeant in “ platoons left,”’ from line in 
original formation, places himself with his arm 
against the breast of the man on the pivot. 

Par. 282. The guide marking the line at the cen- 
tre of the company, passes around the flank of the 
company to his post, as indicated for the fifth ser- 
geant in plate 39. 

Pars. 238, 234 and 236. Guides when platoons unite 
in line. See par. 222. 

Par. 258. The captains designate their compan- 
ies by letter in Par. 267, and again in the ceremon 
of parade, Par. 733; also whenever such a caution 
necessary during battalion drill. The illustration, 
“Oo. *A,’” in par. 258, is intended to show what is 
meant by “the letter designation,” but not how it 
is used; that is to say, whether the captain in using 
it shall say “‘Co.*‘A’” or “*A’ company.” 

Par. 282. The distance to be considered is that 
from the fixed pivot of the left four of one com- 
pany, to the fixed pivot of the right four of the 
company next on the left; this distance is the same 
whether it is measured from the point between the 


heels of one pivot to the point between the heels of 
the other pivot, or from the left shoulder of one 
pivot to the left shoulder of the other. From left 
shoulder to left shoulder, * from right to left, 
this distance will be as follows:

Par. 44. The same rule as for ployment of close 
column applies. See Par. 387, second clause. 

Par. 370. As to the majors omitting to repeat the 
commands, the rule stated in the third, fourth, fifth 
an¢ sixth lincs of Par. 370 applies. 

i ar. 305, Plate 74. The third company of the third 
battalion, at the commencement of the movement, 
is at twice company distance from the line. [no exe- 
cuting front into line, companies change direction 
at twice company distance from the line, to ap- 
proach perpendicularly, and each, when at com- 
pany distance executes front into line. In Par. 3% 
the firstand second compauies execute front into 
line at less than company distance from the line, 
and to their movements Par. 209 applies. 

Par. 414, Plate 77. The plate does not illustrate the 
movements of the first battalion in acoordance with 
the commands laid down, tut does illustrate the 
modification that may be made at the discretion of 
the major, when the colonel allows him that discre- 
tion. According to the plate, the first battalion is 
marched in column of fours and ployed in close col- 
umn is an oblique direction; see Par. 339, last 
clause, and Par. 340. See also fourth, tifth and sixth 
lines of Par. 370. 

Par. 422. The battalion in the second line may be 
placed wherevor the colonel directs, but, in the ab- 
sence of 8 1 directions from the celonel, is 
placed as shown in the plate. 

Par. 426. “Column right” is correct. The change 
of direction of the second battalion is considerably 
greater than 45 degrees. 

Par. 499, 3d Par. The color bearer, i. ¢., the ser- 
geant carrying the national color, conforms to the 
movements of the battalion (pars. 254 and 499) The 
sergeant carrying the regimental volors conforms 
to the movements of the color bearer (par. 499); 
both move by the mcst convenient and direct lines. 

Par. 657. Our correspondent asks: “ ‘Ten minutes 
every hour.’ What does this mean? A march of 50 
minutes and a rest of ten, as is the usual custom, or 
a march of 60 minutes and then a rest of 10 minutes? 
{[s the word ‘in’ not accidentally omitted before 
‘every?’”’ The two interpretations stated in the 
question give the limits intended in the rule. The 
rigid application ‘of either, independently of cir- 
cumstances, is not intended. 

Pars. 708 and 707. Is brigade review, the salute is 
rendered when the reviewing officer has approached 
within thirty paces of the brigade commander, and 
the same applies in par. 707, when the reviewing 
officer approaches from either the left or front; but 
if he approaches from the richt, as in all except the 
first bri e, the salute is rendered when he ar- 
rives at right of the brigade. The salute itself 
is always the same. 

Pare. 715 and 733. Officers and non-commissioned 
officers place themselves just far enough apart to 
allow for a free movement of the arms, precisely as 
they have done in similar cases for years. 

Par. 787. Under par. 665, the adjutauts should be 
mounted. 

8%. Position of non-commissioned staff in the passage of 
of a regiment in review. 

Pars. 255 and 256. Position of battalion non-com- 
missioned the same in each battalion as if it were 
alone. (See pars. 255 ard 256. Position of regimen- 
tal non-commussioned staff will be the same with 
reference to the regiment as that of the battalion 
non-commissioned staff with reference to the bat- 
alion ; for pcsition in line see par. 369. In column 
the regimental non-commissioned staff should be 
six paces in rear of the band.

SS PROMOTION BY SENIORITY. 

THE sense of the House on Military legislation 
was clearly defined in the debate on Monday 
last on the bill H. R. 328, to re-establish lineal pro- 
motion throughout the line of the Army. In the 
first place, it was made quite manifest from the re- 
marks of Mr. Holman and others that any measure 
contemplating an increase in expenditures, as has 
been anticipated, will be bitterly opposed. On the 
other hand, it was demonstrated that the House is 
not unwilling to give favorable consideration to in- 
expensive measures intended to increase the effi- 
ciency of the Service, and is disposed to support the 
Military Committee in their recommendations on 
measures of this character. But for this disposition 
to trust to the Military Committee, it is probable 
that the discovery would have been made, as 
pointed out in the JourRNAL last week, that the bill 
in its present shape will operate to shut out the 
volunteers from the benefits of Section 1219, R. S., 
thereby causing a complete revolution in present 
numbers on the Army Register. This point was not 
suggested in the debate, and the bill was passed as 
reported by the committee, with the exception of 
an amendment to the} last section requiring that 
examination be made a condition of promotion. 
About the only opposition was from Mr. Breckin- 
ridge, of Kentucky, who regarded the measure as 
‘** anotherjstep toward the destruction of the iden- 
tity of the company, of the morale of the company, 
of the independence of the Army officer; another 
step toward increasing the power of the President 
as commander-in chief, another step toward mak- 
ing the Secretary of War more arbitrary and less 
responsible to the public opinion of the Army. 
Therefore it.seems to me a step in the wrong di- 
rection. It is a step toward making the Regular 
Army more and more under the power of the 
Executive, reducing more and more the chance of 
its being the representative of public opinion, mak- 
ing it more and more a machine and less and less 
the representative of the people.” 

The following is the text of the bill as passed by 
the House :

The bill now goes to the Senate. It will be re- 
ferred to the Senate Military Committee which, last 
week, reported a measure on the same subject, but 
which applies the system of lineal promotion to the 
first ‘lieutenants without disturbing the present 
numbers on the lineal list by requiring that senior- 
ity shall be determined ‘‘according to original 
entry into the regular Service as a commissioned 
officer.” The War Department has called the at- 
tention of the Senate committee to this feature of 
the House bill, which the officials regard as objec- 
tionable, so that thereis little doubt that the Senate 
bill will be substitated for the House measure whep 
the matter comes up in the Senate for action.

We would respectfully suggest that if each of the 





enlisted men at the post in question would contribute 
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the price of a five cent cigar, or a five-cent glass of 
beer, they could obtain the ARMy AND Navy

LIEUTENANT TOTTEN'S LECTURES. 


WE might make an effective reply to the commu- 
nication of Lieut. ©. A. L. Totten, U.S. Army, 
which appears elsewhere, and one based entirely 
upon Lieut. Totten’s University lectures, but we 
refrain because we have a high personal regard for 
this officer, and have no wish to even seem to an 
tagoniz>? his work at Yale. But who made him 
the judge as to [what is within our * legitimate 
province to criticize?" We have always been in 
the habit of expressing our opinions freely con. 
cerning officers and others who invite such criti- 
cisms by making,their opinions public, and we do 
not recognizes any such distinction as Lieut. Totten 
seek; to establish between two classes of published 
opinions, one of which may be criticized and the 
other not. We never seek to criticiz2 strictly pri- 
vate opinions: an officer may be a Catholic or 
Protestant, spiritist or agnostic, latitudinarian, or 
millenarian, Democrat, Republican or Mugwump; 
that is strictly his own concern. But when he 
pubiishes his opinions he challenges criticism, and 
cannot disconnect himself before the public from 
his representative character as an Army officer. 
The judgment pronounced upon him will be passed 
to the credit or discredit of the Service. Since 
Lieut. Totten is good enough to hint as to some 
concern, regarding our personal future, we may re- 
mind him that we comfort ourselyes with our 
knowledge of the fact that there was a wide- 
spread panic throughout Europe as the year A. D. 
1000 approached, under the idea that the prophetic 
1,000 years had then expired, and that Satan would 
soon be let loose. That was some years before the 
birth of Lieut. Totten, who is out of date in his at- 
tempt to excite similar alarm now in view of the near 
approach of A. D. 2000. We have no faith that 
he will succeed, for times have greatly changed 
since Montanus wrote, since John of Leyden misled 
the Anabaptist, and even since the days of Edward 
Irving, Joe Smith, of the Latter Day Saints, Ann 
Lee, of the Shaker Community, and Wm. Miller, 
the Adventist preacher. The general Christian 
belief is now nearer that of Origen, who held, with 
others of the Alexandrian school, that the Millenium 
prophesied of is the reign of Obristian truth through 
out the world, and the voluntary submission of 
the secular power to it, the result being increased 
earthly prosperity. Lieut. Totten can do his part 
to hasten this happy ‘‘consummation of the age,” 
and we do not doubt that he is doing 1t, by teach- 
ing the young men of Yale the principles of sub- 
ordination to duty and the obligations of patriot- 
ism that lie at the foundation of military efficiency. 
In all such labors he has our hearty sympathy, but 











he must expect to accept from us just such criti- 
cism as we find room and occasion for in regard to 
his chiliastic views. If a military officer is en- 
titled to have views on this subject, why not a mili- 
tary journal? And have we not an equal right 
with him to pronounce Anathema, Maran-atha, 
especially as the hierarchies, Catholic and Protes- 
tant, have declared the views he holds to be 
heretical? Heresy, in ecclesiastical, matters is in- 
subordination, and in subordination is wholly unhe- 
coming a man of military education. So far then 
from merely suggesting doubts, we say plainly that 
we tremble for the future of Lieut. Totten. 

THE ‘Post Exchange” is, no doubt, a happy 
designation of the institution at military posts 
established under par. 328, etc., of the Regulations, 
but there will be many who will regret the abolish- 
ment of the old time designation. But, doubtless, 
the war reminiscence, ‘‘ We drank from the same 
canteen,” was a heartier and better motto than the 
garrison one, ‘‘ We'll drink a¢ the same canteen.” 











Now THAT coaimissioned officers have the post 
lyceum, a similar institution, modified to meet the 
requirements, is suggested for non-commissioned 
officers. Anything that will improve the intellectua; 
and professional attainments of Army non-commis- 
sioned officers is most desirable, but don’t over- 
crowd them. The evident intention of the military 
authorities is to elevate the standard, but to have 
beneficial results the process must be slow and sure, 








Tue Army Pay Corps will not be pleased with the 
bill introduced by Mr. Proctor on Tuesday, provid- 
ing for more frequent payments to enlisted men, 
In addition to requiring acting quartermasters or 
commissaries to do duty as assistant paymasters, it 
limits the number of paymasters to twenty, a re- 
duction of nine from the present legal number. 
This does not augur well for those civilian candi- 
dates for places in the corps, which, it has been an- 
ticipated, would become vacant during the term of 
the present Administration. 





THE brigadier-generalship appears to be in as 
much doubt as ever. The President stopped exam- 
ining the records of officers whose names are being 
considered some weeks ago, and it was presumed 
that he had reached a decision, but if he has done 
so he is keeping the name of the lucky one care 
fully from the public. The President is also making 
haste slowly with the appointment of thetwo Army 
ebaplains and the Judge- Advecate. 








THE retirement on Monday of Chief Engineer 
Montgomery Fletcher and the prospective retire- 
ment on account of disability of Chief Engineer 
Chas. E. De Valin and of Chief Engr. Wm. B. 
Brooks, under the forty year service law, will give 
quite an impetus to promotion in the Engineer 
Corps of the Navy. Ohief Eogr. Fletcher having 
served more than forty years has, under section 
1481, R. S., been retired with the rank of commo- 
dore, being the fifth engineer officer on the retired 
list enjoying that rank. The following promotions 
ensue from the retirement of Caief Eogr. Fletcher : 
Ohief Engr. Jackson McE'mell to be chief engineer 
with the rank of captain; Uhief Engr. Robt. Potts to 
be;chief engineer with the rank of commander; P. A. 
Engr. J. A. B. Smith to be chief engineer with the 
rank of lieutenant commander, and Asst. Eogr. B. 
O. Bryan to be P. A. engineer. 








THE prospects of the passage of the Revenue 
Transfer_bill are becoming less and less encourag- 
ing as the session progresses. With a portion of the 
Navy opposed to avy change whatever, another 
portion against the feature of the bill which con- 
templates an amalgamation of the officers of the 
two Services, and the Secretary of the Treasury op- 
posed to the proposition in its entirety, it is hardly 
reasonable to expect favorable action, not to speak 
of the difference in the political complexion of the 
two Houses. In response to a House resolution, 
Acting Secretary Spaulding states that the Depart- 
ment considers that the present system affords 
better protection to the revenue than would be 
possible if the administration of the Revenue Ma- 
rine Service should be divided between the Navy 
and Treasury Departments. In view of the opposi- 
tion that bas thus developed, the Senate Naval 





Committee has delayed final action in the bil', with 
the view to framing some measure that will pro- 
voke less antagonism than the pending bill. The 
testimony taken before the committee is baing 
printed, and will be carefully read and digested 
before any action is taken. 








PRELIMINARY arrangements are already being 
made for the reunion, at Scranton, Pa., June 15 and 
16, 1892, of the Society of the Army of the Potomac. 








A CORRESPONDENT asks us: “‘ How is it that pria- 
cipal musicians of infantry get the same pay as 
chief trumpeters of cavalry? There are two prin- 
cipal musicians to a regiment of infantry and they 
don’t have half the duty to perform that a chief 
trumpeter of cavalry has,” We confess our inabil- 
ity to answer this direct question, and therefore 
submit it with the hope that, by giving it promin- 
ence, a sulution may be arrived at. 





A sew blank for the reports of drill and instruc- 
tion required semi-annually—April and October— 
from regimental commanders, under A. R. 220, has 
recently been issued from the A.G.O. The blank 
calls for a good deal of information as to the practi- 
cal and theoretical instruction of officers and men, 
and the professional progress of the post lyceums.

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CONCERNING Congressional economy in the matter 
of the appropriation for West Point, the New York 
Sun says: ‘*The Watchdog’s grip was so great 
that the committee was forced to knock out an ap- 
propriation of $720 for the pay of the chief police- 
man, arid $5,529 for the pay of policemen at the 
cadet barracks. ‘ Police,’ in West Point parlance, 
scrub floors and windows, sweep and whitewash the 
barracks, clean the bath tubs and sinks, and have 
the general policing of the grounds.

U. 8. NAVY REGULATION CIRCULAR NO. 98

NAVY DEPARTMENT, WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 12, 1892, 

Paragraph 7, page 92, of the Navy Regulations, is 
amended to read as follows: 

A candidate for the appointment of Carpenter must be of 
correct babits and not jess than twenty one nor more than 
thirty years of age.

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MILITARY SCIENCE AT YALE. 


“We hope the young men of Yale do not mistake this for 
Military Science."—ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL, Feb. 6, 1892, 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


THERE is alJimit to the necessity of even official 
silence, and I deem it to be fully reached when in 
the columns of a paper, at least perpecting to be 
edited from the house of friends, I find the Depart- 
ment over which I preside criticized in an unwar- 
rantable manner. 

The article from which I quote the above has 
been widely copied throughout the country, and is 
calculated to do mea gross and professional injus- 
tice, as well as to injure a University that does quite 
as much for its military department as for any other, 
or as does any other institution. 

The proof of the pudding is in the eating, and my 
journalistic clips demonstrate that whether you in- 
tended it or not, the above criticism acts upon the 
negative side. It implies that I have intentionally 
utilized this detail to sow my private opinions 
among those who come beneath my academic au- 
thority, to the prejudice of the strict work for 
which I am under orders to perform. This, sir, isa 
stricture which I resent in the name of all con- 


cerned. 

I have yet to learn that an Army officer is ex 
pected to forego his personality, and the expression 
of his opinions upon scientific and religious ques- 
tions in channels open to all other citizens, and par- 
ticularly where those opinions are honest and find a 
ready entree to the public press. 1 have ventilated 
mine in these channels and shall continue to do so, 
But I am somewhat better aware than you appear 
to be of the distinction between my two capacities 
—the individual one as an American citizen, and the 
official one as 4n Army officer. My rights under the 
former are older than the Constitution. They were 
expressly reserved by my ancestors at its formation, 
and 1 do not propose to discuss their exercise with 
you or with any other man, who holds no better. 

But when at the instance of at least a misunder- 
stood pleasantry, the public, and particularly = 
own profession, in which I was born, are led to thin 
that I bave not preserved a square distinction in 
these premises, you injure all concerned, and you 
confirm the injury by closing up an ay yt A case 
with the exclamation above quoted—* Not Military 
Science! ”’ 

What is not military science? What [ have taught 
here in my lecture room, or what in an entirely dif- 
ferent capacity | have seen fit to teach elsewhere, 
and what, in fact, has been well received every- 
where that the Anglo-Saxon tongue is published ? 
Did you ever presume to criticize Emory Upton be- 
cause he was called the “Christian soldier?’’ Or 
has the prominence of Gen. Howard in the affairs of 
the Young Men’s Christian Association ever invali- 
dated his military record? or weakened the respect 
due to his headquarters? Did similar views to what 
Ihold and to what he publicly advocated, prove 
detrimental to the soldierly qualities of ‘* Chinese 
Gordon?” Haven’t you ‘‘ mixed these babies up?” 
I have two, twins, one is military science; the other 
is none of your business, unless you are concerned 
about your personal future. 

But a truce to matters which, as the editor of a 
purely military paper, are quite beyond your legiti- 
mate province and criticism. Let us get down to 
facts.. New Haven is the scene of my official labor, 
and Yale is the field of its results. You are welcome 
to examine the boo'ss. [ have been here two com- 

lete years, and am about finishing my third and 

ast. I haye been inspected twice. In the first year 

my lectures on military science were widely pub- 
lished, and have since been recast into book form. 
1 shall recant nothing in these pages. In the second 
year the War Department published three addi- 
tional Yale military lectures, under the impriat of 
this a and gratuitously distributed a 
large edition throughout the U.S. Army. They 
have since been republished, and handsomely re- 
viewed even in your own editorial columns, 
They probably did not alarm my classes. Every 
lecture. that I have ever delivered upon military 
science during these three years is now in print. 

Finally, in continuation of its legitimate and pro- 
fessional duty, this department is at the present 
moment conducting a similar but special course in 
military engineering—for topics please see our 
catalogue. Moreover, it has in its office a set of 
over one hundred military note-books, and mili- 
tary information scrap-books, the work of this 
graduating class, which are also open to your in- 
spection, and which it will defy you to duplicate 
upon earth. We have likewise some 110 sets of 
examination papers which manifest a fair appre- 
ciation of our labors, and as many military essays 
upon as broad a list of topics as you can produce. 
Pray give yourself no concern as to the way Yale 
military students understand our teaching upon 
military science. 

In the meantime the practical instruction in Tac- 
tics at Yale University bas by no means been ne- 

lected. Let facts also speak in these premises. 

ere are at this date about one hundred 
seniors of the Sheffield Scientific School who have 
voluntarily elected to take this special course. 
They are organized as a company, and drilled two 
evenings a week in the new system. They were, in 
fact, among the very first to get down to this work 
in these localities, and [ warrant would have fur- 
nished Yale sinew to climb the Andes, had the late 
issues resulted in a military scrimmage. 

Nor is this all, Mr. Editor, for still another com- 
pany, also one hundred strong, all seniors, but 
this time out of the Academic Department of the 
University, have likewise volunteered for similar 
instructions. They are aiso officered and organized 
and drill two evenings a week, and you will find 
among them baseball men, and football men, and 
representatives of the crew, names well known 
throughout the land. 

Can you cite another institution where some two 
hundred seniors are volunteering for such work? 
Do you suppose that they would “blow in” four 
hours a week if the department taught anything 
else but Military Science and Tactics? Can 

ou even cite another institution outside of West 

int and Annapolis where two hundred men of an 

average age over twenty-one are under similiar in- 

a te: ther respects this military depart- 
many 0 res ep 

atet bes been grossly misrepresented before the 


public. In some localities it is stated that I am 
not property supported by the faculty, and in 
others, that I, myself, have so reported to the Gov- 
ernment. in each t the very contrary is the 
fact. My department enjoys exactiv the same 
privileges and support that is accorded to the others, 
and I have taken es l pains to make my quar- 
terly returns explicit upon this point. I am a 
member of the faculty, | testify to their genuine 
interest in the military department, as a branch of 
American university extension, subject to the spec- 
ial conditions surrounding Yale, and all of which I 
have fully and officially endorsed. Moreover, I 
have had perfect order in my ranks and classes and 
have never had ovcasion for outside support. I 
neither do, noram I asked to do, other work than 
purely military. Yale does not seek this detail for 
the purpose of securing a cheap professor iu other 
fields. It furnishes a generous bonus, ($600), to the 
incumbent, to compensate tor the loss of incidental 
perquisites which the detail involyes, and so far as 
one who has been upon three such details can tes- 
tify, this university is above reproach, and its 
military professor will defy criticism in strictly pro- 
fessional premises. 

But enough is said, and 1 had continued to hold 
my peace even upon this, bad it not been due to this 
university quite as much as to my own personal 

ride to set these matters straight before the pub. 

ic, or at least before the Army. Iam not ashamed 
of my military record, nor am I concerned that it 
bas stffered during the past three years, and I dis- 
tinctly deny that I have ever taught my classes that 
which is not military science.

LINEAL PROMOTION FOR ist LIEUTENANTS, 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Mr. Proctor has introduced, among other meas- 
ures, a bill providing for the lineal promotion of Ist 
lieut., the evident object of the bill pg to correct 
the irregularities that have grown out of the unlaw- 
ful regimental system. | write “unlawful” advisedly. 
Section 1204 of the Revised Statutes never could be 
tortured into a construction providing one system 
of promotion for captains and another for lieu- 
tenants. ‘According to established rule” was ex- 
pressly omitted from the statute, and the Army 
regulation continuing the regimental system was 
— ~ rama with the laws,”’ and therefore un- 

awtuil. 

It needed the Act of Oct. 1, 1890, to give } 
status to the many gross irregularities that the War 
Department regulation had occasioned. The words 
ef that act, “ entitled to promotion in accordance 
with existing laws and regulations,” gave to the 
regulation what up to that time it was wanting, 
the basis of law. 

lt has been repeatedly stated that the exception 
of first lieutenants from the law of lineal promotion 
was made at the instance and by the influence of 
certain heutenants of cavalry soon to receive their 
captaincies under the system of regimental promo- 
tion. Bethat as it may, the law was enacted and 
now stands upon the statute books. By 11 all first 
lieutenants commissioned before Oct. . are 
kept in the line of regimental promotion, while all 
who were commissioned after that date arein the 
line of promotion in their arm of the service. In 
the infantry arm there are 217 officers in the first 
and 83 officers in the second class. 

Mr. Proctor’s bill aims to apply the rule of lineal 
promotion to these 217 officers—lineal promotion on 
tbe basis of first lieutenant commission. The many 
irregularities that have grown out of the regimental 
system are frequently mentioned in the public 
press, and some are remarkable indeed. A junior 
captain of infantry was not born when the senior 
first lieutenant entered the service. In the lst of 
217 lieutenants are many instances of the irregu- 
larity of the regimental s m. Indeed, hardly a 
single officer is in the position his length of service 
would place him. Here is just where the proposed 
law would clinch the injustice al ydone. By 
this bill every one of the 217 first lieutenants, how- 
ever much rank they may have lost or gained, 
would be unalterably fixed in his position. 

By every rnie of mortality, accident or chance, 
those regiments in which promotion has been slow 
are the very ones in which promotion should be 
more rapid in the future. Yet these are the 
ments most affected by Mr. Proctor’s proposed 
legislation. Because an officer has lost rank, 
through no fault or failure of his own, he must re- 
main below his juniore; others must reap the pro- 
motion in his ment he has waited for because 
— favored them in their first lieutenant com- 
mission. 

The present law gives to every officer who has 
served Jonger than the average time as second lieu- 
tenant, and who has lost rank in co uence, the 
chance of regaining some at least of the files lost by 
reason of the former slow promotion becoming 
ae rapid. The proposed law deprives him of that 
chance. 

By the operation of the law now in force, lineal 
promotion will prevail throughout the Service in 
about ten years, the Army retaining the same or- 
ganization and number of higher officers. The pro- 
posed law then is for a temporary pur and cal- 
culated to correct irregularities which will correct 
themselves; not wholly, but, at least, in pers. 

Should it be desirable to promote the old Ist lieu- 
tenants to captaincies, outside of their regiments, 
ample authority of law is contained in the 2d Sec- 
tion of the Act of Oct. 1, 1890, which states “ that 
officers of grades in each arm ef the Service shall 
be transferred from one regiment to another as the 
interests of the Service may require, by orders from 
the War Department.”’ 

This bill, therefore, like several other measures 
introduced by the lute Secretary, as well as some 
of his actions while in office, seems not te have been 
well considered, or else it expresses the desire of 
certain officers who have gained rank by the acci- 
dents of the Service to retain it at the expense of 
those who have lost.

ARMY ANACHRONISMS. 
FULL DRESS UNIFORM. 
By Lieutenant Charles Hine, 6th U.'S. Infantry. 


TRADITION, that valuable but much abused con- 
necting link between the past and the present, tells 
us that many decades ago the War Department re- 
jected an improved small arm because it could not 
be handled under the tactics of the period. e, of 
a generation of more elastic drill of 
broader ideas and keener foresieht, laugh with be- 
coming self satisfaction at the mistakes of our pre- 
decessor. is it not possible, however, that while we 
stop to hold our sides we ourselves lose step with 
the music of progress? Are we not clinging with 
too much tenderness to old ideas and customs? For 
instance, bas not the full dress uniform outlived its 
usefulness ? The idea of the “pomp and ciroum- 
stance of war” bas predominated in all ages, but is 
it not in accordance with modern conditions to have 
less pomp and more circumstance? Should we not 
leave the paint and feathers to the savages who 
originated them? 

One reason given for the retention of full dress is 
that it inculcates in the soldier a greater pride in his 
profession. Our improved methods of administra- 
tion are sadly at fault if with all the effort in this 
direction we cannot interest the soldier without, as 
Gen. Grant said, the aid of full dress. Another réa- 
son advanced is to have a suitable dress for occs- 
sions of ceremony. Is not the blouse good enowgh ? 
Appearance, in this sense, is entirelya matter of 

ucation. if fall dress were abolished we would 
all soon think nothing prettier thau parade in 
blouses and leggings. Those who have seen a bri- 
gade or even asmalier body of troops turn out fn 

is way kuow that the spectacle is sufficiently im- 
posing if the other requirements are o . Still 
another reason assigned is the necessity for a creas 
costume for soc occasions—notably, the P 
dent’s reception. To those officers whose appear- 
ance in uniform is confined to such occasions, this 
argument may carry conviction, but is the reason- 
ing correct? Can any uniform be more fitting to 
wear in the presence of the Chief Magistrate than 
one neat in appearance and suitable for instant field 
use in support of that Chief Magistrate? Should not 
a soldier be so clad as to be able to go from the ball 
room to the field, if need be, with®ut, like Buffalo 
Bill in the recent Sioux campaign, riding all night 
in a dress suit? In the early history of our Govern- 
ment, Benjamin Franklin, by the very simplicity of 
his attire, won admiration at the most magnificent 
court of Europe. Would it not be more Am 
if the Army of this practical nation adhered to the 
simplicity of one so distinguished among its 
founders? 

The blouse is a neat, trim, practical, comfortable 
geen. sufficiently plain for field uses, sufficiently 

ressy for all social functions. The dress coat is an 
—S8 heavy, uncomfortable and unsoldieriy 
habiliment, entirely unsuitable for the field or for 
any practical duty. The blouse can be worn with 
an overcoat, is suitable for any season of the year 
and can be worn at all times. e dress coat cannot 
be comfortably worn with an overcoat, is 
for outdoor wear to the warm season, and is not 
worn on night duty. The blouse and forage 
can be packed in a valise. The dress cout, d 
belt, knots, helmet and the other inconveniences of 
full dress require a trunk of effeminate dimensions. 
Here comes in an important question. I[t is trde 
that in war we may abandon our full dress, but, 
considering the requirements of a Smodern fi 
line, should we not teach our men in time of 
that any extra facilities for transportation must be 
utilized for ammunition rather for ben AY 
The military profession requires quicker movem 
both of individuals and masses, than any othér. 
Yet, the theatrical alone excepted, no other has so 
much finery to move. West Pointis the permanent 
station of the Corps of Cadets, and the cadet dress 
coat could be retained without inconvenisnoe. 
Worn with the forage cap it would not be out of 

lace with the blouses and fo caps which the 

tructors would be compelled wear should full 

dress ever be abolished in the Army. 

The papers of the Quartermaster General shows, 
by a little calculation, that the cost ef dress hel- 
mets, dress coats, etc., issued to the enlisted men of 
the Army during the last fiscal year was. ia round 
nbimbers, fifty-six thousand dollars ($56,000). A few 
thousand more could probably be added for the 
cost of work involved by the elaborate system of 
cemueations and rulings governing the subject of 
full dress. This fifty-six thousand does not include the 
full dress of offi which costs from one hundred 
totwo hundred fifty dollars per man, but not 
per annum, for with mauy officers the “ fogies” 
come faster than the dress coats. If full dress were 
abolished each young lieutenant graduating from 
West Point would be saved about one hundred and 
twenty-five dollars. His — fund and 
savings could be made to pay, or his outfit, and 
he would not, as at présent, forced by the Gov- 
ernment to contract the pernicious habit of debt at 
the very outset of his professional career. I[f fall 
dress were abolished $56,000 could be saved. It is 
somewhat surprising that the economists in 
See have not heretofore made a permanent 

ro to this effect in the appropriation bilis. 
ith even this small saving we might urge with 
more éffect some of the much needed —* legisia- 
tion. For experience shows that we cannot hope to 
get all we ask for. To make gains in one di 
we must make concessions ia another. Ina repub- 
lic there is al s a jealously of appropriating large 
sums forastanding Army. We should not, there- 
fore, retain unnecessarily, any features that lay us 
open to assault.

The House Naval Committee devoted its session 
on Tuesday to hearing a number of scientists ex- 
plain why the new Naval Observatory should be 
placed under civilian control. From remarks 
droppred ha members of the committee during the 
hearing, it is quite manifest that at least a portion 
of the committee is op to any change. Chair- 
man Herbert, for one, is known to be opposed to it. 

The House Military Committee at its regular 
meeting on Tuesday disposed of a large number of 

private relief ard desertion bills. No general busi- 
ness was transacted. 

An estimate of $25,000 for the purchase of machine 
guns bas been submitted to Congress by the Secre- 
tary of War. 

The purpose of the bill H. R. 3867, to amend the 
act concerning the appointment of officers of the 
National Home for disabled soldiers, favorably re- 
ported by the House Military Committee Feb. 10, is 
to open the way for the appaintment of worthy sol- 
diers and men who did not riseabove the ranks dur- 
ing the war to positions under the Board of Man- 
agers. These appointments, under existing laws, 
are confined to disabled officers of the rebellion. 

Provision is made in the urgency deficieucy bill 
now pending in the Senate for the payment of sal- 
ary to Gen. Cutcheon as civilian member of the 
Board on Ordnance and Fortification. 

New York. There is no point on the border where 
a more rapid concentration of troops could be made 
and none where they would be more avanlabie for 
necessary service in case of hostility between this 
country and Great Britain. The primary advan- 
tage of the location is its availability for operating 
against the St. Lawrence canals. The committee 
believe that the establishment of a post in the local- 
ity will be more effective in case of hostilities and 
cost far less money than to build fortifications as 
bave heretofore been proposed.’

retiring law for enlisted men, enacted in 1885, is 
well deserved and most beneficial to individuals it 
has been, and until modified and supplemented will 
continue to be, of little real advantage to the effi- 
ciency of the Army. Only four of the enlisted men 
of the Army will reach the retiring age this year: 
but sympatby for the oldsoldier keeps many in Pe. 
vice toawait retirement after they have ceased t 
be able to perform with alacrity the duties of the 
soldier. oreover, the law practically retires only 
oe veteran non-commissioned officers, for tew 
i vates can endure thirty years’ military service.

* ‘out of a class of 4,385—one out of 10: while the 

number of retired privates number 198 out of a
